The 
monoy order business of tho 


postollico department has become a very 
considerable source of income to tho 
government. 
The aggregate of ro.-nit- 


tanoos made through this medium dur- 
ing tho fiscal year ending Jnno 30, 
1877, 
was $135,486,285,50— about
